"The chief problem of Algeria” says 
the Stettler Independent, “during the 
year 1940, does not concern Premier 
Aberhart, nor legislation passed by 
the provincial government. Our major 
problem is water, at the proper time 
and in quantity to produce good 
crops. Most parts 6 f Alberta need 
only a small margin of moisture to 
make the difference between a poor 
crop and a good crop. There are now 
scientific methods of co-operating 
with the weather and making mois- 
ture content work for the full benefit- 
of agriculture. 

“Our section of the province had 
3 feet of snow in March and may have 
two feet more before April is gone. 
This is a wonderful supply, filling 
sloughs and land depression. But 
since pioneer days many of the 
sloughs have been ploughed dp, the 
bluffs cut down, -Shd an oven has been 
created to mock anything but heavy 
rainfall. 

“Central Alberta is a park country, 
and if it had been treated-SsTmixed 
farming country, and left to some de¬ 
gree in the condition providence in¬ 
tended it, rainfall would not have be- 
-corne the “hurnjng” question. It can 
again be made a park country by re¬ 
versing methods of cultivation, by 
making sloughs or dugouts where they 
formerly existed, by planting trees 
where they were formerly abundant, 
and by using scientific'methods of ter¬ 
race and strip farming to conserve 
moisture. 

“The U.S. department agriculture, 
made evaporation tests in fields ad¬ 
joining shelter belts, and found that 
these belts reduced evaporation by 
65 r /r. This is equivalent to trebling 
rainfall in the distance affected. 

“Attention is called to the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act, a federal 
act in operation for some yearjf. This 
is designed tq^conserve moisture,, and 
encourages fibre producing crops, 
windbreaks, land ridging and tree 
growing.. 

"It may, not be generally known 
that under this Act, a fanjier can ob¬ 
tain a loan, from the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment up to $150.00 for the building 
of a dug out, and also a loan u|> t^ 
fTl 60.00 for the building of a stock

Training that will enable them to 
do their bit in Canada’s effort if their 
services are ever needed is being tak¬ 
en locally by over forty women, mem¬ 
bers of the Women’s Auxiliary- Motor 
Service,, a preparedness movement, 
sponsored throughout Canada by the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada Ltd. 
The plan ig sponsored locally by- 
Brown’s Garage and met with immed¬ 
iate approval, as can be judged by 
the number of women enrolled for the 
course. Any further applications 
must be in by April 22. 

Each member of the W.A.M.S. at¬ 
tends a two-hour instruction class 
once a week for.eight weeks, with not 
more than ten women in each class. 
Two classes have already been receiv¬ 
ing training for some, time and two 
more classes are being formed. In¬ 
struction is being given by Bill Brotyn' 
in the care and operation of cars and 
trucks and such matters as changing 
of tires and wheels, operation of the 
different types of jacks, adjustment 
of brakes, cleaning carburetor and 
spark plugs, and other lighter service 
operation^. It is not intended to make 
mechanics out of the members, but to 
endeavor to prepare the women for 
ambulance and' truck driving should 
their services be required. Instruction' 
in general drying and in highway- 
rules and regulations will be given by 
Constable Ridley, R.C.M.P. 

Uniforms and berets and other 
equipment is supplied for the use of 
class members and there jg.no charge 
or obligation of any kind in connec¬ 
tion with the course. Successful class 
members will be presented, with pins 
at the conclusion bf the course and a 
permanent record of the members will 
be kenj by Brown’s Garage.

Mrs. Dorise W. Neilsen, 38-year-old 
pioneer wife and mother, and subject 
of Canada’s latest success story will 
be th^Jone representative of her sex 
in HteN^ouse of commons when parlia¬ 
ment meets next month. 

English born and well-educated, the 
new woman member-elect came ;o 
Canada as Dorise Webber in 1926 aijd 
taught school in the north Saskatche¬ 
wan hamlet-uf Norbury. She married 
Peter 0. Neilsen in 1927 and cast in 
her lot with the scattered farmers of 
the north country. 

Out of that ohseurity and after 13 
years dqring which * depression and 
hardship were her constant compan¬ 
ions, Mrs. Neilsen emerged to wrest 
North Battleford seat: in the house of 
commops from the seasoned Liberal, 
Cameron W. McIntosh, in last month’s 
Dominion election. Mr. McIntosh had 
represented the f riding since 1925.' 

As a representative of the newly 
formed Unity* party Mrs. Neilsen had 
little money fo aid Her campaign. She 
was unable ot vi$it far northern dis¬ 
tricts of the riding open only to ah 
travel which she could not aTord. 

Her campaign coffers were bare, but 
nickels and dimes trickled in from her 
followers. 

Too, the contest had tp be waged 
'Why in the largest constituency in Vhe Do¬ 
minion, sprawling over seven/degrees 
of latitude, clear through to the 
Northwest Territories, and spanning 
a fifth of the width of the province*. 

The woman candidate had to travel 
the desolate country by day and night, 
stopping at lonely cabips. The closest 
thing |to luxury was a country doctor’s 
office, but most times she slept on the 
hard cabin floors, clad in a sheep com¬ 
forter to ward off the cold. 

From Mrs. Neilsen, for whom the 
public forum holds no terror, Ottawa, 
will'hear much of the human side‘of 
pioneering; of the loneliness and hard¬ 
ships it imposes; and the oft-deferred 
hopes of those who live their lives in 
-Exchange.

UUAR brings general dislocation of peace-time, trade 
It sets new standards, creates new demands, and 
the destruction of one country may mean the temporary 
prosperity of another. The occupation of Denmark by 
Germany, has been a development that is likely to mean 
serious disruption of Danish export trade, and qn the 
other hand, will place new demands upon the Canadian 
producer. Formerly, Denmark supplied about two- 
thirds the British bacon requirements, and exported also 
a great amount of dairy products. This trade is no com¬ 
pletely cut off, and Britaiq must turn to other parts of 
the empire to meet food demands. The amount of 
Canadian bacon is likely to be doubled, and there may 
be further requirements in the way of butter, fats and 
poultry products. 

Canada has given assurance that it will be able io 
meet the new bacon demand. The hog industry has been 
expanding steadily since the outbreak of war. There is 
a large stock of bacon on hand, both in this country and 
overseas, and the processing houses can increase pro¬ 
ductive capacity. It is probable that New Zealand and 
Australia may be called upon to fill a large part of the 
butter market, but Canada is likely to share also in this 
requirement. It is expected also that Canadian eggs 
will be in demand. • *

Something of the same sort 1 appened for much the same 
purpose very recently. The New York'Times points out that 
even the proclamations issued by the invaders of Denmark 
.mil Not way had been piepared long in advance. There is 
not a word in them about the mines laid by the Allies in 
Norwegian waters, now given as the reason for the invas¬ 
ion. I>r. Goebbels expla ned afterwards that Allied breach 
of Norway’s neutrality had been anticipated. 


fpHE invasion of Norway and Denmark by the Nazi 
marauders is another shocking demonstration of 
German ruthlessness. It brings the war nearer to Can¬ 
ada not only because of the geographic unplicatioraYin 
respect {o Iceland and Greenland, but i.lso because such 
a percentage of Western Canada’s best citizenship Is 
made up of Norwegians and panes. The invasion of 
these two countries is an encroachment on the native 
soil of people's very closely allied to Canadians in liking 
and understanding. ' 

In fact the standard of social and co-operative ad¬ 
vancement attained in the Scandinavian countries, has 
been regarded by many in this country as a model^tV 
ward which Canadians should strive. Yet overnight this 
civilization, so wisely and - intelligently developed, has 
been crushed—temporarily at least—under the heel of 
a dictatorship, as conscienceless as anything the middle- 
ages ever produced. Kindly peoples^ pursuing their 
ways of peace, have been seized upon to satisfy the in¬ 
satiable lust for dominance. 


Landon.ought to know, jntd he hath said, that you can 
defeat a candidate on a ticket but not a trend. He learned 
that four years ago when he tried to stay the hand of one 
Franklin Roosevelt who was distributing largesse after the 
fashion of Santa Claus. Four years earlier, when F.D.R. 
was on another tack the trend was with him, and Hoover 
was on the skids. Josh Billings wrote once something to 
the efl'ect that when you are sliding down you will find the 
Irann'steis greased for the occasion. No'hmg,that Bennett 
could do in-1935, or Matiion in 1940 was o^irny avail 
igainst the trend. 


It also conres as a shock to Canadians, perhaps over¬ 
given to idealizing conditions in the Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries, to realize that the German invasion of Norway 
was aided by Nazi agents within the country. It is this 
fa r-reach ingjspread of Nazi influence which is almost 
beyond belief, but is proving as stern a reality as any 
•other of the revolting manifestations of Hitlerism. Ap¬ 
parently no country, no matter how high may be its 
standards of civilization and general well-being, is safe 
from the. insidious poison of rtfq/.iism. 

Ixiath though democratic countries may be to ques¬ 
tion individual freedom of thought and speech, no merry 
should be shown to those Who seek to undermine the 
Allied cause. There are no doubt Nazi sympathizers in 
Canada as there nave been in Norway, as there are even 
in England. The time to deal with them is now, before 
the German menace drajvs any closer to this country. 
And in that dealing, they 'would probably respect and 
understand a greater demonstration of the Nazi ruth¬ 
lessness which they so admire.

Wise Motorist Has Lights 
Checked To Ensure Safety; 
1940 License Elates 


Irrespective of the variation in the 
law among the several provinces they 
all require two good headlights which 
must both be 'in operation when the 
motor car.is or\ the highway after 
dusk or before dawn, or when light as 
atmospheric conditions at other times 
of the day are not sufficient for-safe 
driving without lights. , 

This is the time of year when many 
lamps which have been in use all 
\vinter need replacing, and with the ad¬ 
vent of spring and much heavier traf¬ 
fic on the highways at night the wise 
motorist has'his.lights checked. He 
takds the precaution to replace all 
lamps which are black or partly bunt¬ 
ed out, and has reflectors of his head¬ 
lights cleaned.

•It cos' 2 cents per bushel last seas¬ 
on to grow wheat on eighteen farms 
in Manitoba, the owners of which co¬ 
operate with the Experimental Farm 
at Brandon in the-study, of costs of 
prqfiqction.. 'The average yield was 
17.' bushels per acre. Items charged 
included rent of land, taxes, use of 
machinery, man, horse and tractor la¬ 
bor,- seed, -twine, threshing and, in 
some cases, fertilizer. Between the 
mid'ftle of August and the end of De¬ 
cember, 1839, Manitoba farmers re-, 
ceived an average price of 57 cents 
per bushel. Did they lose five cents per 
bushel? On the basis of\the above fig¬ 
ures they did. Much of the cost, how¬ 
ever,- dries not represent a cash outlay, j 
butTs absorbed by unpaid family la¬ 
bor, horse labor and such items. On 
the average, horse-powered farm cash 
expenses amount to about three-fifths 
of the computed costs in wheat pro¬ 
duction.

found original debt which America 
owes the church has been much- in¬ 
creased. The great material progress 
of this period has not been character¬ 
ized 1 by equivalent spiritual progress.- 
The church seems to have been unable< 
to interpret its doctrines effectively 
under the new material conditions 
biought about through industrial rev¬ 
olution. As a result there has been 
declining emphasis on spiritual val¬ 
ues and rising emphasis on material¬ 
ism as a doctrine of life. 

“\ye have therefore the peculiar 
spectacle of a.nation which to an im¬ 
perfect extent practices Christianity 
without actively believing in Christ¬ 
ianity. It practices --Chnstianiby be¬ 
cause the teachings of the church 
have been absorbed into its blood 
stream and its culture, but it is no 
longer being effectively taught. 
Christian leadership is passing from 
the church to the active laity—the 
statesmen, educators, columnists, sci¬ 
entists. Hence the future of Christ¬ 
ianity and its social doctrines is im¬ 
perilled. 

“in order for humanity to progress,! 
it must believe. It must have faith; 
that spiritual values exist. The church | 
is the giiafdian of our faith, but do we 
feel that our faith is being guarded? 

The Church’s Stand 

“In support of. this there is histor¬ 
ical evidence, for example, the 
Church’s stand toward slavery. The 
Church, although inheriting the 
Christian teachings that all men are 
free, did not embrace these teachings 
till the people forced the position. And 
in our own time i!t the attitude to war. 
In 1914, the church solidly opposed 
war, but in 1917 the pastors declaimed 
against the Hun, and hurled invective 
against Germany. Later when The 
war of 19.39 broke out it was again op¬ 
posed to participafltm. But the values 
used by the church in reaching its de 
cisions, could not have been spiritual 
values; because bym^spiritual logic 
is it possible to' getiroiW one position 
to anotherX 'Hie threat to Christian 
ity in l!H7>“.iMty far less than the 
threat from Hitler today. "The Kais¬ 
er’s regime, despite militarism, em¬ 
bodied a culture which did not exclude 
religious and certain political rights. 
But the Hitler regime is a denial of 
all values except personal power. Yet 
the men who urged U.S. soldiers tc 
face death ,in 1917 against an ambi¬ 
tious emperor, now call it wrong to 
fight a virtual Anti-Christ whose doc¬ 
trine’s strike at the base of Christian, 
doctrine. 

"This strange position shows that 
the pastors will go over to the other 
side, when the people go over to the 
other side. Their arguments are the 
same as the industrialists who urge 
us to stay. out. Industry wanted to 
save democracy jn 1917 by fighting: 
and in 1940 by not fighting. It’s point 
of view may he more materialistic 
than thechurch, but the goal is identi¬ 
cal. 

“Thus tjie flock is leading the Shep¬ 
herd, and the first result of lack ot 
-spiritual leadership. This can- .come 
only from the church; industrialists 
are not .spiritual leaders. By no con 
reivable circumstances will it he pos¬ 
sible to solve by materialism the 
problems which face humanity. The 
ultimate answers to the world’s ques-

SELF SMOOTHING 


A few hours after 
there was a War 
Time Prices 1 and Trade Board estab¬ 
lished. There is currently, jiowever, 
no price fixing in Canada. 

The other weapon of inflation is 
monetary and financial. There are 
two ways of financing the war. Thu 
government can borrow or jt can tax. 
And it can borrow through the bank¬ 
ing system or out of the savings or 
the people. Canada in the last four 
months of 1939, cash reserves of char 
tered banks were increased by the 
Bank of Canada, so there was credit 
expansion of 300 millions. But this 
was a “shot in the ai m” only tempor¬ 
arily advisable. 

The “PaKasvou go policy” involves 
securing the extra funds necessary for 
the extraordinary expenditures of 
war by increasing taxes, and also by 
borrowing the savings of the Cana¬ 
dian people as was done last fall. This
